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THOSE FIVE ACRES 

There seems to have been 
sufficient heat engendered by the 
city council’s recent purchase of five 
acres of orange groves immediately 
north of the new Civic Center 
Complex to send up a reasonable 
number of smoke signals. 

Anyone interested in deciphering 
smoke rings, including members of 
the press, is therefore entitled to an 
opinion. 

We would like to go on record as 
supporting the council’s apparent 
farsightedness. As a matter of fact, 
it may not have been nearly as 
farsighted as we once supposed. 

As a frequent visitor to City Hall 
and The Placentia Library on both 
day and night trips, this editor has 
noted with some surprise the 
general difficulty in finding a place 
to park a car. 


There is usually space at the far 
end of the parking lot, away from the 
entrance. But very little. A few 
hundred more homes built in the city 
could fill that up a lot faster than we 
can provide the additional parking 
we may need. 

The first slice out of the five acres 
of orange groves may well be more 
stalls for parking cars. This could 
mean the difference between access 
and no access for all of us to use the 
new City Hall and the increasingly 
popular Library. 


It would have been a nice 
arrangement if the citizens of 
Placentia could have bought these 
celebrated five acres for $30,000 an 
acre. Apparently not realistic. But 
cozy. 

“The members of the Kraemer 
family, previous owners of the 
property who believe the acreage to 
be worth much more than that, 
however, might have objected to us 
setting a figure at our own 
convenience. 

Further, 
illegal. 

We just hope the entire five acres 
isn’t needed for parking spaces. 

Perhaps at a future date some 
place in this city, even on these five 
acres, there will be room for a 
building large enough to bring more 
of us together at one time. 

Perhaps a covered amphitheater 
that would permit a lot of us to view a 
basketball game, enjoy a play, 
attend a dance or a_ special 
presentation. There are _ school 
buildings that provide some of these 
luxuries. There is no civic building. 

But such structures cost money. 

Anyone who has attended a Teen 
Dance at the Backs Community 
Building and seen the crush of 
bodies will appreciate the problems 
youth groups have in arranging that 
type of recreation in this city. 

To stage a dance to raise money, 
one youth athletic group found 
themselves forced to go outside the 
city’s boundaries to find a suitable 
place--with unsatisfactory results. 

The City Council, of course, is not 
infallible. They make mistakes just 
like the rest of us. 

Purchasing the five acres would 
not appear to be one of them.

Entering Bicentennial Year,

This New Year, 1976, in addition 
to being the Bicentennial Year for 
our Country, will also be the City of 
Placentia’s fiftieth anniversary. The 
City was incorporated officially on 
December 2, 1926 after a vote of the 
people. 

In case you hadn’t figured it out 
yet, the 1976 and 1926 calendars are 
identical starting March Ist. So 
when our City Council meets on 
December 7, 1976, they will be 
enacting the first council meeting on 
the same day, fifty years ago. 

At the end of an eventful year, and 
starting into our fiftieth, we are 
happy to be able to present a 
State-of-the-City message. 

First, I guess everyone is 
interested in the money aspect. This 
year’s budget was the largest in the 
City’s history, as you would expect 
since our population continues to 
grow at a rate of about four per cent 
per year. The tax rate went down for 
the fifth consecutive year and water 
was dropped from the utility tax. 
The City is in sound fiscal condition 
and can continue to have a balanced 
budget with the property tax until 
about 1977/78. Then, the Council 
will have to make adjustments in 
various funds, or raise the property 
tax because our yield from other 
sources e.g. building permits, etc. 
will start tapering off. 

The Council is in the process of 
adopting a Capital Improvement 
Element of the General Plan. This 
document provides a guide for the 
fiscal growth and stability of the City 
and indicates the potential use of 
over 60 million dollars of tax money 
in the next twelve years. 

One of the ways that the Staff has 
found to reduce our outlay is to 
become self insured in various 
areas. The cost of municipal 
insurance has been increasing at an 
enormous rate because people are 
suing cities for practically every- 
thing. We have found that we can 
save close to $100,000 per year by 
selectively handling our own 
policies. 
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SURROUNDED BY the flags of his office, Mayor Robert B. Lyons works on his State of the City statement. Thursday 
starts a New Year in Placentia as well as the city’s Bicentennial Year and commemoration of the city’s 50th birthday. 


Going into Administration, the 
Personnel Department has had an 
active year. At year’s end our total 
number of employees had dropped 
to the lowest point in years (127) 
primarily because of the transfer of 
fire responsibility to the County. It is 
in the Personnel area that you see 
more of the coming trend in 
Municipal Management. We coor- 
dinate our recruiting and hiring 
through various County wide 
programs, we consolidate our 
testing and selection criteria for 
Police Officers, we operate a CETA 
Contract with the Federal Govern- 


ment and a Services contract with 
the County of Orange. 

Next year we have labor contracts 
coming due with our three employee 
organizations; the Police Associa- 
tion, the City Employees Associa- 
tion and Mid Management. These 
negotiations and parallel Manage- 
ment and Supervisory training will 
keep the Personnel Staff hopping. 

Switching briefly to development 
of Commercial and _ Industrial 
Resources, the City continues to 
aggressively pursue industrial and 
commercial enterprises to balance 
our taxing structure. Our total 


industrial area available now runs 
around two million square feet, up 
about 25 per cent from a year ago. 
This expansion means that an 
additional 170 jobs were created in 
Placentia. Commercial growth 
remained steady, keeping pace with 
the expanding population. 

Looking at our sales tax revenues, 
our Merchants have had a good 
year. It is well to remember that for 
every dollar spent in Placentia, one 
penny returns to the City to help 
reduce property taxes.

Widening Of Chapman Is A Major Project 


The best path for the widening of 
Chapman Avenue, between Murray 
Street and Kraemer Boulevard, will 
be a major topic of conversation at 
the January 13 session of the 
Placentia Planning Commission. 


Santa Claus ran out of Christmas 
in Placentia this year. 

Indications are this week that at 
least 20 families, who would be 
classified as needy and deserving, 
had no means of celebrating the 
special day. 

The families reported without any 
Christmas provisions this year are 
principally from the La Jolla and 
Atwood neighborhoods. 

The Placentia Round Table’s big 
annual city-wide Christmas effort, 
the Christmas Clearing Bureau, 
handled a record number of requests 
this year. Their lists numbered 
around 250 families. 

However, some of the names of 
families were not turned into the 
Bureau, or in one case a list of 24 
names was submitted so late that 
there was no way to accumulate 
enough extra food and gifts to 
supply all the families. 

Among the families are those with 
invalid people, both children and 
adults; senior citizens, who have 
health problems; a widow support- 
ing several small children and others

Along with input from citizens and 
any other interested parties, the 
commission in their decisions, will 
rely, perhaps to some extent on a 
$6,900 handbook compiled — by 
Governmental Professional Services 


with family emergencies or severe 
problems. 

Most of the families listed, who 
did not receive any Christmas 
provisions, are not on welfare, and 
are having an extremely difficult 
time financially, neighborhood 
leaders report.

of Santa Ana. ; 

The 76-page booklet, among other 
details of information, outlines five 
precise alignments that the heavily 
travelled roadway might take for 
widening. Among these, the authors 
of the report recommend Alignment 
Four, which slices mostly off of the 
north side of the street. This leaves 
most of the homes on the southern 
border of the avenue, intact, but 
sitting very close to the line of 
traffic. 


Involved in the expansive report 
are such areas as leaving the street 
as it is; widening within the existing 
rights of way; and cul-de-sacing 
Walnut Avenue, Main and Alta 
Streets. 


Recommendations 


Six recommendations are made by 
the engineers, headed by Noel 
Torkelson, executive vice president 
of Governmenta! Professional Ser- 
vices. 

1. Widen Chapman Avenue from 
Murray Street to Angelina Drive to a, 
secondary arterial highway with a 
64-foot wide roadway in an 80-foot 
right of way. 

2. Select Alignment Four as the 
best alignment between Murray 
Street and Anned Drive. 

Reasons given for this selection 
are (a), the project cost for this 
alignment is $855,000 or $231,000 
less than alignment #2; $293,000 
less than alignment #3; $283,000 
less than alignment #5 and $400,000 
less than alignment #1. 

(b) This alignment requires the 
removal of five structures as 


compared to eight structures for 
alignment #2; 13 for alignment #3 
and #5 and 14 for alignment #1. 

(c) This alignment requires 
relocation assistance for seven units 
as compared to 10 for alignment #2; 
12 for alignment #3 and #5 and 13 for 
alignment #1, minimizing the 
number of people to be relocated, 
according to the report. 


3. Establish no parking at any 
time on Chapman Avenue through- 
out the length of the project to thus 
provide for four travel lanes plus left 
turn and two-way left turn lanes. 

4. Set aside substitute park lanes 
to replace that portion of Kraemer 
Memorial Park acquired for street 
purposes. 

5. Act to restrict vehicular access 
from Walnut Avenue and Main 
Street on the southerly side of 
Chapman Avenue by creating 
cul-de-sacs at the intersections. 

6. Discuss temporary closure of 
Alta Street at Chapman Avenue with 
the Calvary Church and implement 
on a trial basis. This would result in 
either closing the street or 
consideration to prohibit left turns at 
Alta Street. 

These recommendations have 
already brought charges of inaccur- 
acy and protest from members of the 
public addressing city commissions. 

In a general chapter, the report 
points out that Chapman Avenue 
widened to a secondary arterial 
64-foot roadway on an 80-foot 
right-of-way, can carry four lanes of 
through traffic, with the option of 
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Four Firemen 
Temporarily 
Reinstated 


As an interim measure, four 
former Placentia firemen, who were 
dismissed for alleged misappropria- 
tion of city property, were reinstated 
without back pay by an arbitrator. 
Monday, pending a final decision. 

Arbitrator Joseph Gentile indi- 
cated that the hearings to determine 
if the discharges were proper could 
not be concluded by December 31, 
1975S. The date is the official cut off 
time for transfer of personnel under 
the provisions of the new fire 
contract with the County of Orange. 

Consequently, if the Arbitrator 
was to ultimately rule in favor of the 
firemen, there would be no means 
by which to transfer them to the 
County Fife Service. 

The action by the arbitrator was 
made without prejudice and was an 
interim measure only. Hearings, 
which commenced on October 27, 
1975 to determine if the discharges 
were proper, will continue to 
conclusion. 

The former firefighters involved 
in the hearings are Richard Bitrich, 
Richard Clawson, Patrick Wible and 
Arthur Wilkerson. All of them 
except Arthur Wilkerson must also 
stand criminal trial scheduled for 
January 10, 1976 on the charge of 
theft. 

The case against Wilkerson was 
dismissed earlier because of a 
technical defect involved in 
obtaining evidence. 


Next Election 
Bilingual 


Registered voters participating in 
Placentia’s upcoming Municipal 
Election on April 13, 1976, because 
of a change in the state election 
code, will receive all voting materials 
in both English and Spanish. 


The state decision also will make it 
more expensive for local candidates 
who file for the three open city 
council seats, who may wish to 
include with the ballot, a personal 
candidates statement. 

The Placentia City Council, 
after some debate and with Mayor 
Robert Lyons dissenting, voted four 
to one that any candidate who 
wishes to include a 200 word or less 
personal qualifications statement, 
must pay for both the English and 
Spanish printing and the transla- 
tion. 

The council turned down a state 
option to permit candidates to 
increase their statements to 400 
words. 

City Clerk Edmund Ponce 
explained to city council members, 
that the new state law requires that 
all election instructions be published 
in the languages of the population. 
With 2S per cent of the population 
using Spanish as a language in 
Placentia, Spanish as well as 
English is mandatory. 

Councilman George De Jesus and 
Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan 
stated opinions that since the 
candidate’s statement is not 
mandatory, the individual should 
pay for the bilingual versions. 

Mayor Lyons said he believed that 
if the second version is ordered by 
the state, which is the people, then 
the people should pay for it. 


Mayor Prayer 


Breakfast 
Scheduled 


The city of Placentia and the 
Placentia Ministerial Association 
announced this week that the city’s 


second annual Mayor's Prayer 
Breakfast will be held on Saturday 
morning, January 24, 1976, 


beginning at 8 a.m. at the Alta Vista 
Country Club. 

Mayor Robert Lyons will be 
master of ceremonies and the 
speaker will be Dr.Ralph L. Byron, 
Director of General and Oncological 
Surgery at the City of Hope Medical 
Center in Duarte. 
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youngest of the City endeavors, 
expanded their activities almost 800 
percent in 1975, primarily by acting 
as a link from our citizens to County, 
State or Federal organizations 
designed to work on a particular 
problem. It was the intent of this 
office not to provide duplicate 
services to those already available, 
but rather to channel potential users 
to the correct agency. To this end, 
we have established branch offices 
for Consumer Affairs, Legal Aid, 
Volunteer Service, Employment and 
Speech and Hearing Therapy. These 
activities, using trained personnel 
from other Agencies operate out of 
our three Community Buildings. 

This Office will be conducting a 
Citizens’ needs survey in 1976. 
Please cooperate with them so we 
can provide better service. 

The Planning Division completed 
the Seismic Safety and Public Safety 
element of the General Plan. We 
now have completed and adopted all 
of our State Mandated elements. 
The General Plan and Zoning Maps 
were revised and updated. Prepara- 
tions have been completed for the 
Special 1976 Census which will be 
conducted in January and February. 

The Chief Building Official 
reports that 400 to S00 more 
dwelling units are in the various 
stages of planning and construction 
for 1976 so it looks like our growth 
rate will continue for at least the 
foreseeable future. 

The Engineering Division has had 
perhaps the most publicity this year. 
Not so much for what has been done, 
and there has been plenty, but for a 
project scheduled for next year. Five 
new traffic signals were installed in 
1975, and sewers and storm drains 
were completed on Palm Drive and 
Kraemer Avenue. The people south 
of Palm Drive will no longer have to 
dread the rainy season. 

The storm drain at La Jolla and 
Placentia, a problem for a number of 
years has finally been corrected. The 
Chapman Avenue widening study 
and associated reports was complet- 
ed and a series of public hearings 
has been initiated. This project, if 
approved by Council, should get 
started in late 1976. Also in 1976, 
approximately $400,000 in public 
improvements will be implemented 
in the southeast section of the city. 

It was in the area of Public Safety 
that the City made some of the most 
dramatic changes. First, after long 
negotiations, the Fire Department 
was abolished and the City decided 
to contract for Fire and Rescue 
Service from Orange County. We 
have a fixed cost contract which 
extends through June 1977. As a 
result of this contract, our fire 
protection level has doubled and we 
now have a Paramedic Unit assigned 
to a Station in Placentia. We expect 
to have a fire rating inspection in 
early 1976 and further expect that as 
a result of that inspection our rating 
will be improved from Class SA to 
Class 4A. 

In our Police Department, we 
have been concentrating on burglary 
prevention and correction. More and 
more officers are being assigned to 
patrolling responsibilities because 
of the increased crime rate. Here 
again, in the Police Department we 
are seeing the result of coordination 
between our Department and other 
Departments within north Orange 
County. We have joined with three 
other Cities to get a grant to fight 
burglaries on an area wide basis. We 
already have an’ agreement with 
other Cities for a Court Liaison 
Officer. 

Last, but not least, our most 
visible Department, Recreation and 
Maintenance Services. This year we 


have nearly completed developing 
available median strips, completed 
two Community Centers and two 
family type swimming pools, 
assisted in the acquisition of Lake 
Placentia property, developed 
Phase One of Goldenrod Parks and 
finished the planning for Wagner 
Park. 


Next year, Wagner Park Phase 
One development will be completed 
and park lighting in all parks will be 
improved. Due to the alertness of 
our Staff, a restroom-maintenance 
building valued at $36,000 was 
donated to the City in return for our 
allowing it to be used for a one week 
display. The new picnic tables and 
barbeques that you see in some of 
the parks are a present to the City 
from Mrs. Angeline Backs. 


I purposely closed with this 
Department because it is here that 
we have one of the more potentially 
emotional issues of 1976. There are a 
dedicated group of citizens in this 
town trying to save the Bradford 
House and maintain it as a Cultural 
Center available to future genera- 
tions. The problem, from the 
Council’s level is this. Bradford 
House does have historical signifi- 
cance to the city in that it was 
designed, built and was the 
residence of the man who designed 
our City. However, about one mile 
north and west of the Bradford 
House, also in the City, is the Key’s 
Ranch, a house of the same period,’ 
of equal significance and which has 
been recognized by Orange County 
as a historical monument. The 
County will maintain the Key’s 
Ranch as a _ State Historical 
Monument. The Council has 
determined, at least tentatively, that 
Placentia doesn’t need, and can’t 
afford two historical monuments of 
the same period and so has offered 
to help the people who want to save 
the Bradford house, but so far has 
been unwilling to spend taxpayer’s 
money on the project. 


In response to an ad soliciting 
comment on the Bradford House, 
Council has received approximately 
twenty calls and/or letters in favor of 
the City stepping in to save the 
house. Two letters were in favor of 
the present policy. That leaves 
31,972, undecided. How do you 
people feel?. Should Council assume 
that since you don’t say anything 
you don’t care? 


Summarizing, we have had a 
successful year in the City, due 
largely to the dedication of Ed 
Powell and his Staff. The quality and 
quantity of services has increased. 
Yet the cost of these services has 
increased less than nationwide 
inflation. We project continued 
fiscal strength and a strong program 
to protect the quality of our 
environment. We have problems to 
face or decisions to make and we 
would appreciate input. 


Should we spend tax funds to 
preserve the Bradford House as part 
of a Heritage Park? By what means 
should we accommodate the 
increasing East-West traffic on 
Chapman Avenue? How should we 
manage our finances when permit 
revenues keyed to population 
growth start to drop off? 

I can’t end this report without a 
word of thanks to my fellow 
councilmen. This City is, in effect, a 
five million dollar a year corporation 
and these gentlemen put in many 
long hard hours to keep it working 
efficiently. i think the quality of the 
product is ample evidence of their 
efforts.

Council meeting December 16th 
there still remains some questions to 
be answered by the Councilmen 
concerning a transaction involving 
the purchase of some five acres at 
the incredible cost of $85,000 
per/acre. The legal ad they run in 
the newspapers concerning this 
purchase left much to be desired in 
the way of clarification. Also, why 
sometime before the budgeting (10 
months was mentioned) was the 
property zoning changed to 
commercial? This no doubt in- 
creased the value to the prospective 
sellers but, alas at a higher cost to 
the taxpayer. 

Why did the one Councilman who 
voted against the purchase do so? As 
a realtor, he probably realized the 
purchase price was inflated. So 
likewise, Mr. and Mrs. Jack Scarpa, 
local realtors who questioned this 
whole transaction, no doubt are very 
knowledgeable in regards to local 
land values. 

The taxpayers of Fullerton were 
almost ripped off except for the alert 
action of a citizens group that 
stopped a developer and a planning 


commissioner dead in their tracks. 

Some of the Placentia Councilmen 
were indignant at the thought of 
anyone questioning their honesty or 
integrity. I say look around Orange 
County and perceive what takes 
place. Supervisors, Assessors and 
District Attorney are all under 
investigation. It could happen here 
in Placentia, too. More power to 
citizens such as the Scarpas who 
endeavor to keep Placentia free of 
any such problems by their search 
for the truth. 

A recent National poll showed that 
elected officials were at or near the 
bottom of the Totem Pole in public 
ratings of confidence. A barrage of 
immature and frivolous comments 
by one Councilman, namely Mr. 
Callahan, gives evidence to this poll.

Mr. Callahan to silence during the 
discussion. I only wish that many 
more citizens of Placentia could have 
witnessed it.

providing either left turn lanes or 
parking on both sides of the street. 


West of Placentia Avenue, in 
Fullerton and eastward from 
Angelina Drive, Chapman is 
designated a primary arterial, 
capable of carrying four lanes of 
traffic, left turn lanes and parking on 
both sides of the street...or six lanes 
of traffic and parking prohibited. 


Existing Conditions 
Chapman Avenue, the report 
continues, is carrying around 14,000 
vehicles a day at Murray Street and 
10,000 a day east of Bradford 
Avenue. It is expected that the 
growth of traffic ‘‘will take a 
dramatic jump within the next two 
years as a result of the opening of the 
Chapman Avenue extension easter- 

ly of Kraemer Boulevard.”’ 


Ultimate traffic demands are 
expected to be 17,000 vehicles a day 
between Kraemer Boulevard and 
Bradford Avenue and 24,000 a day 
between Bradford Avenue and 
Placentia Avenue. 


Land use shows the northern side 
of Chapman Avenue to be 
predominantly commercial and the 
southern side, residential. There are 
exceptions in both cases. 


In the traffic safety evaluation, the 
document covers such items as 
visibility. obstructions, turning 
lanes, sight distance, traffic signal 
indications, pedestrian protection 
and bicycle facilities. 

‘‘Chapman Avenue will become a 
bottleneck unless it is widened,’’ the 
report concludes. 

Intersection 

Further evaluation in the report 
states that a critical area is the 
intersection of Chapman Avenue 
and Bradford Avenue, _ since 
Bradford Avenue is the largest cross 
street of the affected area. The 
intersection must have, the report 
concludes, two lanes of traffic going 
either direction and two left turn 
lanes, to be practical and safe. 

The report recommends the same 
pattern for the length of the 
widening path. 


Concerning bike ‘routes, the 


section of Chapman Avenue 
between Walnut Avenue and 
Kraemer Boulevard has_ been 


designated as an inter-city bike 
route on the Orange County primary 
bicycle path system. Bike lanes, the 
report explains, can possibly be 
included without acquiring addition- 
al right-of-way.

Council Keeps PUD 


Zoning Control 


Overruling the city’s planning 
commission, the Placentia City 
Council at a recent meeting, 
removed the optional aspect from 
the city’s Planned Unit Develop- 
ment (PUD) zoning. 

The previous ordinance had been 
subject to a variety of interpreta- 
tions, leading in one instance to a 
legal fight over zoning on property 
which had received the PUD zoning 
from the council. 

The PUD zone usually reduces the 
number of units allowed to the acre 
and developers might seek to escape 
it be insisting on developing to the 
base zone, or higher destiny, rather 
than PUD. 


The latest council action removes 
that possibility. 


Councilman Robert Langer 
agreed with the plauning commis- 
sion and believed the option should 
be left to the developer. Langer 


stated: ‘‘One thing I thts: -e have 
always tried to ‘ress : ty is 
giving the developer s< “Yity 
in determining wnat i> »: or 


the community and } ihuax j 
is too restrictive.”’ 


Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan 
differed: ‘I feel the opposite way. 
I'd like to have the controls in the 
hands of al the people of Placentia 
and not necessarily in the hands of 
somebody who possibly lives in 
Cypress or Anaheim or Florida or 
someplace else, who might just 
happen to own some property in the 
city of Placentia. And who probably 


doesn’t live here and wouldn’t have 
to put up with any ramifications from 
it.”” 


Mayor Robert .Lyons added: ‘‘I 
was hoping that when this council 
makes the decision that some 
property will be developed PUD, 
that it will stay PUD and stay the 
lower density.’’ 

After a second motion, the 
resolution was passed with a 4 to 1 
vote making the PUD zoning 
madatory when applied, with 
Councilman Langer dissenting.

Now Good News 


Neighbors of Esperanza High 
School delivered a mild shock to 
Trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District at their most recent 
meeting. 

A spokesman for residents living 
west of the school on Holbrook 
Street and Glenview Avenue in 
Anaheim, arose to thank the school 
board, the high school and the 
students for the way things are 
progressing this year. 

Things were not 
pleasant. 

Six months before, the neighbors 
had appeared, filled with misgiv- 
ings, misapprehension and seeking 
immediate assistance. 

Their streets had become 
congregating areas for Esperanza 
students before classes and at lunch. 
The Esperanza neighbors described 
students eating lunch on their lawns 
and leaving the litter behind. 

Complaints were registered with 
the board over beer drinking, 
cigarette smoking, neighbors being 
blocked from entering and leaving 
their homes, threats of bodily harm 
against adults and young children, 
foul language, obscene gestures and 
acts. , 

An incident in which a front yard 
of one of the homes was severely 
damaged, led to closure of the school 
at the noon hour. This year, only 
seniors and working students at 
Esperanza are permitted to leave the 


always so 


campus at noon on the district’s now 
approved Open Campus policy. 

Neighbors are so pleased with 
what has happened since, they felt 
they should come to tell the board 
about it. 

‘*We are extremely pleased with 
the outcome of the program which 
was initiated by Dr. (John) Parrish 
(Esperanza principal) and the rest of 
the staff,’’ Bruce Hobbs, one on the 
homeowners reported. 

‘‘None of the neighbors has any 
complaints whatsoever in regard to 
the problems we had last year. And 
as important as the solution to our 
problem, is the line of communica- 
tions which has developed between 
us and the staff at Esperanza. The 
line of Communication is tremend- 
ous. If anything would arise, we 
know we can go directly to the school 
and there will be a response,”’ 
Hobbs added. 


‘The neighbors are probably a 
little more congnizant of the 
problems that the school faced, 
being a new school. Thanks go to the 
students too. We wanted to report 
back to the board and thank you for 
your help last year.’” 


Another resident added: ‘‘The 
place is clean now. There is not the 
trash problem. I really appreciate 
your efforts.’’ 

Board members responded hap- 
pily to the good news. 


Integrity Stays On 
Agricultural Lands 


A split city council has upheld the 
original request of property owners 
in the northern part of the city, to 
keep the integrity of their 
Residential Agricultural properties. 

The area involved is roughly north 
of Imperial Highway and west of 
Rose Drive. 

The properties, which were 
annexed into the city from Orange 
County, originally carried an RA 
(Residential Agricultural) tag. 
Neighboring acreage, however, 
became involved in a Planned Unit 
Development zoning dispute with 
the Fredricks Development Comp- 
any of Anaheim, planning to build a 
high density, 25-units to the acre, 
development next door to the 

icultural lands. 

he Placentia City Council, 
however, denied permission for the 
high density apartments. Resolution 
of that controversy is now in the 
courts. 

The latest council decision 
resulted from request of the 
property owners involved on the 
agricultural lands, that they be 
allowed to build a second house on 
their property...not permitted by the 
RA zoning. 

A staff condition limited the 
second structure, that it not be 
permitted that it be rented, leased or 
sold, but could only be maintained 
for a family member. The property 
owners objected to this and 
Councilman Jack Gomez questioned 
its legality. 

“It’s their property. They can rent 
it, lease it, give it away, do anything 
they want with it,’’ Gomez stated his 


opinion. 

Councilman George De Jesus and 
Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan 
both objected to the property owners 
request first to maintain the RA 
zoning, then asking for the right to 
alter it. 

Councilman De Jesus: ‘‘I think we 
might be missing the intent. When 
the applicants came before us to 
speak in terms of getting RA, I was 
of the opinion that what they were 
trying to do was protect the integrity 
of the neighborhood. They did not 
want to go to R1 (single family 
residential.)’’ 


‘This was the specific reason for 
having it RA. Now we’re being 
asked to permit the building of 
additional buildings without neces- 
sarily protecting it. I realize that the 
Rl has more _ residences per 
acre...What we’re being asked now, 
is to immediately make amendments 
to what they have requested. If we 
are to permit them to build 
additional buildings, where they,can 
separately use them, we might as 
well go to the R1.”’ 


Mayor Pro Tem Callahan: ‘‘I don’t 
want to see an aggregate of two 
single family swellings per mini- 
mum lot size at all. If you want to 
make it a rural area, let’s make it a 
rural area. You want to change it to 
this and change it to that. No, I don’t 
want to do that.”’ 

The council action deleted the 
second structure and was passed 
three to two with Councilman Robert 
Langer and Mayor Robert Lyons 
dissenting. 


Building Will Have New Face 


A controversial two-story building 
design, which was denied by the 
Placentia Planning Commission but 
later approved by the Placentia City 
Council, apparently will be replaced 
by a more conventional structure. 

Applicants, Yorba Vista Invest- 
ments, Limited of Yorba Linda have 
sought and received approval for a 


different elevation of the building, to - 


be built on an acre of ground on the 
northwest corner of Yorba Place and 
Linda Vista in a Placentia 
commercial office zone. 

The building, which will fade the 
Buccola Townhomes on one side, 


will be two stories of offices with an 
under ground parking story and an 
additional story on top to hold 
mechanical equipment. 

The building will house profes- 

sional offices. The land involved is 
sloped and runs from 319 feet at the 
southeast corner of the acreage to 23 
feet at one point along the west 
property line. 
_ The newly proposed building will 
feature white plaster and natural 
cedar decking and a red tile roof. 
The petition for the structure was 
approved subject to conditions 
imposed by the planning staff.

Work In Mission 


Flowing blonde hair, a 
flashing bright smile and an 
excited twinkle in her eye, 
that’s Jana Brown.

She will interrupt her 
sophomore year at Point 
Loma College. in San Diego 
for 12 months as a secretary 
and Christian bookstore 
clerk in the little town of 
Chiquimula. 


To American tourists 
Guatemala suggests exotic 
Indian ruins, bartering in 
open markets, fiesta dan- 
cers, towering volcanos, 
and water not fit to drink. 
But to Jana it’s a place for 
much-needed volunteer 
service. 


She pictures over-worked 
missionaries who need an 
efficient secretary. She 
imagines a Christian book- 
store that gives a new 
perspective on old prob- 
lems. She dreams of eager 
young people who want an 
enthusiastic choir director. 


Jana, a 1973 Valencia 
high school graduate, likes 
to tell how it all came about. 
“A lot of my friends from 
high school will be sur- 
prised,’’ she asserts. They 
hardly remember her as a 
likely candidate for mission- 
ary service. 


**Missions was always a 
far-off thing for me--real 
impersonal,’’ she admits, 


‘““‘but as I get closer it 
becomes real.”’ 

A turning point for Jana 
happened at the Friends 
summer church camp just 
before her senior year in 
high school. At that time 
she renewed a childhood 
commitement to Christ and 
began to get serious about 
her faith. 


She confides that it took 
some time before her 
lifestyle matched her new 
convictions. Bui her com- 
mitment deepened, and 
with it came an _ inner 
yearning to serve in another 
country.

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Commission Likes PUD Plan 


The Placentia Planning 
Commission recently unan- 
imously approved a devel- 
opment of estimated 
$45,000 each condomin- 
iums, to be built near to 
$90,000 to $125,000 horse 
country homes in Yorba 
Linda. 

The move was protested 
by the city of Yorba Linda 
through planning director 
Phillip Paxton. Paxton 
stated the objections con- 
cerned the problems of 
traffic circulation in the area 


and that a better buffer 
should be provided between 
the two incompatible zones. 

Planning Commissioners 
in voting in favor of the 
development, pointed out 
the low density, under six 
units per acre, well below 
the maximum allowed and 
the attractiveness of the 
plans and design. 

The 37 unit condominium 
will be located on the 
southeast corner of High- 
land and Mariposa Ave- 
nues. It is the development 


of H.C. Tan, ah Anaheim 
architect. 

Paxton stated the city of 
Yorba Linda’s concern 
dwelled with the number of 
horses kept at homes in the 
area and that they are 
permitted on streets in the 
section. 

“This is not the way to 
approach a sensitive area 
like this,’’ Paxton stated. 

The condominiums will 
separate the country homes 
from a commercial section 
planned in the city of 


Placentia, it was pointed 
out. The townhouses will all 
be two-story with either two 
or three bedrooms and two 
car garages. Square footage 
for the units runs roughly 
from 1,60Q square feet to 
1,750. 


The development is in an 
area which the city of 
Placentia tried at one time 
to exchange with the city of 
Yorba Linda for an area 
further north, to better 
round off the boundaries.

THE AIDS: Your voice, 
hands, legs and weight are 
the basic aids used 
in controlling your horse. 
Your horse must be trained 
to respond to these aids. 

The aids must be applied 
in a very definite manner in 
the early stages of training, 
but as you progress, you 
will find your horse 
responding to lighter appli- 
cation of the aids. 

As you progress with 
your schooling, your horse 
will eventually respond to 
very light application of the 
aids until they become what 
is called imperceptible aids. 

Specific aids for the 
different movements of: 
your horse will be discussed 
under the section on gaits 
and movements, but the 
following descriptions give 
you an indication of how the 
different aids affect your 
horse. 

VOICE: Your voice is a 
very important aid when 
working your horse. Certain 
words such as ‘‘whoa’’, 
“‘easy’’, and ‘‘back’’ are 
readily understood by a 
horse.

lunged and when used 
repeatedly when being 
schooled. 

Some riders do not use 
complete words but devel- 
oped voice sounds like 
‘‘hup’’ to mean something 
to their horses. Many show 
ring judges do not like to 
hear voice commands, so 
use them very softly when 
showing. 

Better yet, try not to use 
them when showing and 
learn to reply on your silent 
aids. 

Be consistent. Use the 
same aids each time and 
repeat them often. This is 
the secret to your horse 
learning what you mean. 

Your tone of voice means 
as much to your horse as 
actual words do. The tone of 
your voice indicates irrita- 
tion, displeasure or pleas- 
ure. Learn to always use a 
low, soft voice when 
working around your horse. 
Screaming and yelling will 
only frighten it. 

(Note from Joan regard- 
ing voice commands. Some 
horses that are shown 
regularly will sometimes 
Start to respond, on their 
own, to the announcer’s 
voice calling for a change of 
gait. 

Since the gait changes 
almost always folllow the 
same sequence in the show 
ring, it doesn’t take long for 
a horse to start anticipating 
in the ring. 

Sometimes just the click 
of the mike switch will cause 
a horse to break gait. 
This means that the rider 
must always be on the alert 
for this and don’t let the 
horse outguess you.)

Better Water 
System Aids New 


Fire Rates 


Most homeowners and 
business establishments in 
the area served by the 
Yorba Linda County Water 
District will enjoy reduced 
fire insurance rates next 
year. 

Water district general 
manager Ralph Shook said 
he has been informed by the 
Insurance Services Offices 
(ISO) that fire defense 
systems served by the 
district's water system have 
shown improvement in 
protection classification 
from 6 to 4. 

“‘Much of this improve- 
ment can be attributed to 
the adequacy and reliability 
of water supply for fire 
protection,” said Carl 
Downs, county fire warden, 
in notifying Shook of the 
TSO survey results. 

“The results of this 
survey show that you have 
improved the fire protection 
features of your water 


system over and above the 
growth experienced since 
1967, the time of the last 


official survey,’’ Downs 
added. 
Said Shook, ‘‘this will 


mean lower fire insurance 
rates for residents and 
businesses in our service 
area.”’ 


Shook added that the new 
fire insurance rates will 
vary from residence to 
residence and business to 
business. Persons living in 
the Yorba Linda area should 
contact their insurance 
agents to determine what 
their savings in premiums 
will be. 

The ISO fire protection 
survey included tests in 
such areas as adequacy and 
feliability of the district’s 
water supply, hydrant 
pressure and _ capactiy, 
number of hydrants and 
their location.

In the past, customers 
with measured service were 
not charged extra if the 
number of local calls made 
each month did not exceed 
their local cail allowance. 

Under the new plan, 
however, a customer could 
use up his allowance--say 80 
local message units a month 
as in the case of a business 
line--by placing 80 indivi- 
dual calls of five minutes or 
less or in an extreme case, 
one call of 400 minutes 
could use up the 80- 
message allowance.

Public Hearings. 

Dey said the timing of 
measured rate calls will 
bring the price charged for 
the service closer to the cost 
of providing it. 

When some customers 
hold lengthy conversations, 
he said, they tie up 
telephone switching equip- 
ment. So that other 
customers will not be 
prevented from making 
calls when they want to, the 
company must provide 
extra equipment resulting 
in additional costs. These 
cost ultimately must be 
passed on to all customers, 
he said. 

Residence customers af- 
fected by timing of local 


calls are those who 
subscribe to 30 local- 
message unit service at 


$2.50 a month, or the 60 
local-message units at $3.75 
a month.

Campsite 
Reservation 


Change 


State Parks and Recrea- 
tion Director Herbert 
Rhodes announced a proce- 
dural change that will make 
the state park campsite 
reservation system more 
easily available to those 
people who find it impos- 
sible to make vacation and 
holiday plans as long as 3 
months in advance. 

Beginning January 1, 
1976, a maximum of 80 
percent of the family 
campsites in any one state 
park unit will be available 
for reservation 90 days in 
advance. The remaining 20 
percent will be held until 30 
days in advance of the 
camping date. 

Under the present rules, 
all campsites in the 
reservation system are 
available for reservation 90 
days before the camping 
date. Reservations may be 
made as late as Monday for 
the following weekend. 

Rhodes also announced 
that the department's 
contact with Ticketron, the

company that provides the 
computerized network that 
serves the state park 
reservation system, has 
been extended for one year 
under the present contract 
terms. 

Rates for the various 
camping facilities available 
in the State Park System are 
$4 for each trailer hookup 
site, $3 for developed family 
campsites, and $1.50 for 
primitive campsites. A 
$1.50 fee is charged for each 
reservation. 

Fees for group camping 
are $10 per night for youth 
groups of up to 40 persons 
plus 25 cents per night for 
each additional person. 
Fees for adult groups are 
$10 per night for 20 persons 
plus SO cents per night for 
each additional person. 
There is a reservation fee of 
$2.50 for each period 
reserved for group camp- 
ing.
